BY-LAW 

To  alter  and  amend  By-Law  JVo.  XI,  and  to  provide 
for  the  due  performance  of  Statute  Labor  in  the 
District  of  London. 

[Passed  10th  February,  1849. 

Whereas,  it  is  expedient  to  alter  and  amend  the  By-Law 
entituled  "  A  By-Law  regulating  the  manner  of  performing 
*'  Statute  Labour  within  the  District  of  London  :"  It  is 
therefore  hereby  enacted  by  the  Council  of  the  London  Dis- 
trict, That  so  much  of  the  above  cited  By-Law  as  provides 
that  the  returns  of  Statute  Labour  shall  be  made  to  the 
Councillor  or  Councillors  for  the  Township,  shall  be,  and 
the  same  is  hereby  repealed. 

It  is  further  enacted,  That  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  path- 
masters  of  each  Township  in  this  District,  and  they  are 
hereby  severally  required  to  make  due  returns  of  the  Statute 
Labour  performed,  under  oath,  to  the  Township  Clerk,  and 
according  to  the  form  furnished  by  the  Tcwnshig  Clei-k,  on 
or  before  the  first  Monday  of  August  in  each  year  ;  and  it 
shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Township  Clerks,  and  they  are 
hereby  severally  authorized  and  required,  on  the  receipt  of 
said  returns,  forthwith  to  prosecute  before  one  of  Her 
Majesty's  Justices  of  the  Peace,  all  such  persons  as  shall 
appear  in  said  returns  as  defaulters,  without  sufficient  cause, 


and  also  all  Path-inastors  who  shall  have  made  no  return  ; 
and  the  Township  Clerk  shall  state  on  the  respective  returns, 
the  result  of  all  prosecutions  comnienced  by  him  under  the 
provisions  of  this  By-Law,  and  the  Town  Clerks  shall 
notify  the  Pathmasters  on  issuing  the  Statute  Labour  forms, 
of  the  alteration  made  by  this  By-Law. 

//  is  further  enacted,  That  the  Township  Clerks,  on  or  be- 
fore the  first  day  of  the  next  Session  of  the  District  Council, 
after  the  iirst  Monday  in  August  in  each  year,  shall  deliver, 
or  cause  to  be  delivered  to  the  District  Clerk,  all  such  re- 
tiri'>s  as  have  been  made  by  the  Pathmasters  of  their  re- 
spective Townships. 

Jlndit  is  further  enacted.  That  the  several  Township  Clerks 
shall  be  allowed  and  paid  out  of  the  funds  of  this  District, 
all  such  costs  as  may  have  been  necessarily  incurred  by 
them,  in  the  prosecution  of  defaulters  as  above  required,  and 
which  cannot  be  recovered  from  the  parties,  on  producing  the 
certificate  of  the  Justice,  before  whom  any  defaulter  may 
have  been  convicted,  that  the  party  complained  of  has  been 
proceeded  against  for  the  recovery  of  the  fine  and  costs, 
in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  the  Statute  in  that 

behalf  now  in  force.

Whereas,  a  majority  of  the  persons  quaUfied  to  vote  at 
the  election  of  Township  Officers,  in  the  Township  of  Yar- 
mouth, have  made  application  for  such  a  sum  to  be  raised

by  assessment,  as  may  be  required  to  afford  relief  to  indi- 
gent, sick,  or  infirm  persons  in  said  Township :  //  is  there- 
fore hereby  enacted,  by  the  Council  of  the  London  District^ 
That  the  sum  of  Seventy-five  Pounds  siiall  be  raised  by 
assessment  on  the  taxable  property  of  the  said  Township 
of  Yarmouth,  for  the  above-mentioned  purpose,  for  this 
year. 

It  is  further  enacted,  That  the  said  sum  shall  be  apportioned, 
collected  and  levied,  in  the  same  manner  as  other  rates  im- 
posed by  this  Council  are  apportioned,  collected  and  levied, 
and  shall  be  paid  over  by  the  Collector,  after  deducting  two 
per  cent,  for  his  per  centage,  to  the  Clerk  of  the  said 
Township. 

»^nd  it  is  further  enacted,  That  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the 
Clerk  of  the  said  Township,  and  he  is  hereby  authorized 
and  required  to  pay  such  part  or  parts  of  the  said  assess- 
ment as  may  be  in  his  hands,  to  any  person  or  persons  pro- 
ducing an  order  from  the  Councillors  of  the  said  Township 
for  the  same,  and  to  render  an  account  to  the  District  Coun- 
cil, or  other  duly  constituted  authority  in  the  Township,  in 
lieu  thereof,  of  the  disbursement  of  said  assessment,  accom- 
panied with  the  vouchers  therefor,  at  the  meeting  next 
following  the  annual  Township  meeting  in  the  said  Town-

of  fifty  pounds  shall  be  raised  in  each  of  the  said  Townships 
of  Mosa  and  Aldborough,  by  levying  the  same  on  the  taxa- 
ble property  in  said  Townships,  for  the  purpose  above  men- 
tioned. 

^nd  it  is  further  enacted,  that  the  said  sums  shall  be  raised, 
levied,  collected  and  paid  over  to  the  District  Treasurer,  in 
the  same  manner  as  other  rates  imposed  by  this  Council  are 
raised,  levied,  collected  ancf  paid  over.

BY-LAW 

To  repeal  part  of  By-Laws  JVo.  122  andJVo.  133,  and 
to  raise  certain  sums  in  the  Townships  of  London^ 
Dorchester,  and  Westminster,  to  pay  for  building 
School  Houses  erected  therein. 
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[Passed  10th  February,  1849. 

Whereas,  it  is  expedient  to  repeal  so  much  of  the  By- 
Law  No.  122  as  imposes  an  assessment  on  the  School  Sec- 
tion No.  3,  in  the  Township  of  Bayham ;  and  so  much 
of  the  above-mentioned  By-Law,  and  of  By-Law  No.  133, 
as  imposes  an  assessment  on  School  Section  No.  2,  in  the 
Township  of  Malahide,  for  the  purpose  of  building  School 
Houses  in  the  said  School  Sections  :  It  is  therefore  hereby 
enacted  by  the  Council  of  the  London  District,  That  so 
much  of  the  above  By-Laws  as  imposes  any  assessment  on 


the  above  mentioned  School  Sections,  shall  be,  and  the  same 
is  hereby  repealed. 

And  whereas  it  appears,  that  owing  to  errors  in  the 
assessment,  the  sums  ordered  by  By-Law  of  this  Council 
to  be  raised  in  the  following  School  Sections,  have  not  been 
collected :  It  is  therefore  hereby  enacted,  That  the  said  sums 
shall  be  raised  and  collected,  over  and  above  the  expenses 
of  collection,  in  the  following  School  Sections  this  year,  and 
paid  over  to  the  Treasurer,  in  the  same  manner  as  other 
rates  for  similar  purposes  have  been  raised,  collected  and 
paid  over,  viz. :  In  Union  School  Section  number  ten  in 
South  Dorchester,  and  number  twenty-one  in  Westminster, 
the  sum  of  twenty-eight  pounds  two  shillings  and  five  pence; 
in  Union  School  Section  number  four,  in  London,  and  num- 
ber one,  in  North  Dorchester,  the  sum  of  thirty  pounds ; 
and  the  sum  of  forty-six  pounds  eleven  shillings  and  five 
pence,  in  School  Section  number  five,  in  the  Township  of 
London^

BY-LAW 

To  provide  for  the  due  Assessment  and  Collectmi  of 
tlie  Rates  and  Taxes  to  be  raised  in  the  London 
District. 

[Passed  10th  February,  1849. 

Whereas,  it  is  expedient  to  provide  for  the  due  Assess- 
ment and  collection  of  the  Rates  and  Taxes  to  be  raised 
and  levied  in  this  District :  It  is  therefore  hereby  enacted  by 
the  Council  of  the  Lortdon  District,  That  it  shall  be  the  duty 
of  the  several  Township  Assessors  in  this  District,  and  they 
are  hereby' authorized  and  required,  for  this  year,  and  each 
and  every  year  hereafter,  to  furnish  the  District  Clerk  with

%  true  copy  of  the  Assessment  Roll  of  their  respective  Town- 
tthips,  required  by  law,  and  according  to  the  printed  fornns 
which  shall  be  furnished  them  by  him  ;  which  returns  shall 
be  duly  attested  under  oath,  or  affirmation,  and  delivered  to 
the  District  Clerk  on  or  before  the  first  Monday  in  May  in 
each  and  every  year. 

It  is  further  enacted^  That  the  District  Clerk  shall  furnish 
the  several  Assessors,  on  their  application  to  him,  with  blank 
books  or  forms,  in  which  to  make  the  returns  hereby  re- 
quired of  them  ;  and  that  the  Assessors  shall  enter  each 
Concession  on  a  separate  sheet  or  sheets,  in  the  said  books, 
and  the  Lots  in  numerical  order,  both  of  vacant  and  occu- 
pied lands. 

It  is  further  enacted,  That  should  any  Assessor  of  any 
Township  in  this  District,  refuse  or  neglect  to  render  his 
Assessment  Roll,  at  the  time  and  according  to  the  form  be- 
fore mentioned,  he  shall  receive  one-half  only  of  the  allow- 
ance, to  which  he  would  otherwise  have  been  entitled  for 
taking  the  Assessment ;  and  any  Assessor  so  neglecting 
to  render  his  Assessment  Roll  may  be  superseded,  and 
another  appointed  in  his  ste^d,  by  the  Councillor  or  Council- 
lors of  the  Township;  or  in  the  event  of  the  Councillor  or 
Councillors  not  making  such  appointment,  and  informing  the 
District  Clerk  thereof,  on  or  before  the  first  Monday  of 
June,  the  Warden  of  the  District  shall  then  make  the  ap- 
pointment, and  the  Assessor  so  appointed  shall  be  entitled  to 
the  profits  of  the  said  Office,  and  be  subject  to  the  same 
penalties  and  liabilities  as  other  Assessors. 

//  is  further  enacted,  That  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the 
District  Treasurer,  and  he  is  hereby  required,  with  the 
assistance  of  the  District  Clerk,  to  examine  the  Assessment 
Rolls  of  the  respective  Tpwnships,  for  the  purpose  of  ascer- 
taining that  all  the  Lots  on  the  Assessment  Roll  have  been 
correctly  assessed,  in  accordance  with  the  original  quantity, 
as  set  forth  in  the  Schedules  furnished  from  the  Surveyor- 
General's  Office,  and  that  all  unoccupied  Lots  arc  also  duly 


duly 


set  forth  in  said  Assessment  Rolls  respectively  ;  and  should 
it  appear  that  any  Lot  of  Land  does  not  contain  the  quantity 
set  forth  in  the  aforesaid  Schedules,  upon  the  production  of 
a  Certificate  from  a  Deputy  Pro-  incial  Surveyor  to  that 
efi'ect,  the  Treasurer  is  hereby  authorized  and  required  to 
correct  the  Assessment  accordingly ;  and  the  Treasurer 
shall  certify,  on  the  face  of  the  Assessment  Roll,  that  all  the 
Lands  in  the  Township  have  been  duly  accounted  for,  before 
the  District  Clerk  shall  apportion  the  rates  for  said  Town- 
ship. 

It  is  further  enacted,  That  the  District  Clerk  shall  prepare 
hsts  of  the  names  of  all  persons -in  any  Township,  who 
shall  appear,  from  the  above  examination,  to  have  given  in  a 
false  return  of  their  rateable  property,  and  shall  forward 
such  list  to  the  Assessor  of  the  Township,  whose  duty  it 
shall  be,  and  he  is  hereby  required  forthwith  to  report  such 
persons  to  a  Magistrate  of  the  division,  in  order  that  they 
may  be  dealt  with  according  to  Law. 

It  is  further  enacted,  That  the  District  Clerk  shall  be 
satisfied  that  the  Assessor  has  taken  every  means  in  his 
power  to  obtain  a  true  and  correct  list  of  all  rateable  pro- 
perty within  his  Township,  and  that  he  has  reported  all 
persons  refusing  or  neglecting  to  give  in  a  correct  list  of 
their  property  bq^re  he  shall  give  a  Certificate  to  any 
Assessor. 

It  is  further  enacted,  That  the  duties  hitherto  performed  by 
the  Clerk  of  the  Peace,  connected  with  rates  and  assess- 
ments, shall  hereafter  be  performed  by  the  District  Clerk ; 
and  he  is  hereby  authorized  and  required  to  divide  and  ap- 
portion the  assessments  to  be  raised  in  this  District,  under 
any  legal  authority,  upon  each  and  every  person  in  the  As- 
sessment Rolls  named,  and  liable  to  pay  rates,  in  due  propor- 
tion to  the  list  of  his,  her,  or  their  rateable  property,  and  to 
deliver  to  the  several  Collectors,  on  their  application  as  here- 
inafter provided,  a  certified  copy  of  the  Assessment  Roll  for 
their  respective  Townships,  so  rated  and  apportioned  as  afore- 
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said,  which  copy,  after  being  duly  examined  and  certified  by 
the  District  Clerk,  shall  be  to  each  and  every  Collector  suf- 
ficient authority  to  collect  the  same,  and  to  demand  and 
receive  from  the  Inhabitants  of  the  Township,  all  such  rates 
and  assessments  as  may  be  due  and  payable  on  such  Assess- 
ment List. 

It  is  further  enacted,  That  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the 
Collector  for  a  Township,  to  lodge  with  the  District  Clerk 
a  bond  as. follows,  duly  executed,  on  or  before  the  first 
Monday  in  July  in  each  year,  (which  bond  shall  be  certified 
by  the  Township  Clerk  to  be  good  and  sufficient,)  and  to 
make  application  to  the  District  Clerk  on  or  after  the  first 
Monday  in  October,  for  the  certified  copy  of  the  Assess- 
ment Roll  above  mentioned.

It  is  further  enacted,  That  every  Collector  of  a  Township 
phall  collect  all  rates  which  can  be  collected,  set  forth  in  the 
Assessment  Roll,  and  shall  pay  over  such  portions  of  the 
same  to  the  District  Treasurer,  or  other  Officer,  as  required 
and  directed  by  any  By-Law  of  this  Council,  on  or  before 
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the  third  Monday  in  December  in  each  and  every  year,  and 
shall  produce  and  deliver  to  the  District  Treasurer,  the  re- 
ceipt of  any  other  Officer  to  whom  the  Collector,  as  directed, 
may  have  paid  any  portion  of  said  monies,  and  shall  proceed 
against  all  defaulters  on  or  before  the  first  Monday  in  De- 
cember, according  to  the  provisions  and  under  the  conditions 
of  the  Laws  of  this  Province,  in  that  behalf,  now  in  force. 

It  is  further  enacted,  That  every  Collector,  in  making  a 
return  of  Absentees  to  the  District  Treasurer,  shall  make 
such  return  in  the  following  form,  under  oath,  or  affirmation, 
viz.  : —

"  distress  could  be  found,  or  that  the  parties  had  left  the  Town- 
ship, before  the  lirst  Monday  in  December,  in  the  present  year  :

Ind  it  is  further  enacted,  That  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the 
District  Auditors  to  examine  and  compare  the  amount  of 
rates  set  forth  in  the  Collection  Roll  of  each  Township, 
with  the  Treasurer's  accounts,  and  to  ascertain  that  the 
amount  received  from  the  respective  Collectors,  and  set 
forth  in  the  'I'reasurers  account-books,  together  with  the 
amounts  mentioned  in  the  Receipts  produced  by  any  Collec- 
tor, the  Absentee  list  of  sums  which  cannot  be  collected, 
and  the  percentage  duly  retained  by  the  Collector,  make  up 
the  total  sum  charged  in  the  Collector's  Roll.

BY-LAW 

T'o  establish  cert(tin  JSTew  Roads  in  the  London  Dis^ 
trict,  as  therein  described. 

[Passed  10th  February,  1849. 

Whereas,  it  is  necessary  for  the  better  accommodation 
of  the  Inhabitants  of  this  District,  to  establish  the  several 
Roads  hereinafter  described :  It  is  therefore  hereby  enacted 
by  the  Council  of  the  London  District,  That  the  following 
Roads  shall  be,  and  they  are  hereby  established  and  ordered 
to  be  run  as  follows,  viz. : — 

IN  THE  TOWNSHIP  OF  ALDBOROUGH. 

No.  1  :  Commencing  on  the  south  bank  of  the  river 
Thames,  in  the  centre  of  the  allowance  for  road  between 
lots  number  four  and  five,  and  at  two  rods  eastward  from 
where  a  stone  has  been  placed  at  the  north-westerly  angle 
of  said  lot  number  four,  in  the  first  concession  of  the  said 
Township  ;  ihen  south  forty-two  degrees  thirty  minutes 
east,  to  the  i  ear  of  the  first  concession ;  then  north  forty- 
j^ye  decrees  east,  two  chains  and  fourteen  Jinks  ;  then  south 
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forty-two  degrees  thirty  minutes  east,  to  the  rear  of  the 
second  concession ;  then  north  forty-five  degrees  east,  one 
chain.  the  centre  of  the  road  between  said  lots  in  the 
third  >.  .cession  ;  then  north  forty-five  degree  east,  three 
chains  ihirty-two  links,  to  the  centre  of  the  road  between 
said  lots  in  the  fourth  concession  ;  then  south  fortv-two 
degrees  thirty  minutes  east,  to  the  rear  of  the  fourth  con- 
cession ;  then  north  forty-five  degrees  cast,  eleven  links  to

WiiKUEAS,  it  is  expedient  that  Roadinasters  and  others, 
employed  or  authorized  by  the  District  Council  to  improve 
the  public  highways  in  this  District,  shall  be  empowered  to 
drain  the  same  through  the  lands  of  private  individuals, 
I ;,  where  necessary  :  //  is  therefore  hereby  enacted  by  the  Coun- 

cil of  the  London  District,  That  in  all  cases  where  it  shall 
be  necessary,  the  Roadinasters  of  the  several  Divisions  in 
this  District  shall  be,  and  they  are  hereby  authorized  to  drain 
the  [tublic  highways  into  the  lands  of  private  individuals. 
It  is  further  enacted,  That  the  compensation  to  be  allowed 
to  any  individual  into  whose  lands  any  public  highway  may 
.^  be  drained,  shall  be  decided  upon  by  two  Arbitrators,  one 

'  to  be  appointed  by   the  Councillor  or  Councillors  of  the 

Township,  and  the  other  ])y  the  party  interested,  and  in  the 
event  of  their  disagreeing,  by  a  third  Arbitrator,  to  be  ap- 
^  pointed  by  the  Arbitrators  before  appointed,  whose  decision 

'         shall  be  final.
